Team  teaching  highlighted  QC's  Master  of  Business 
Administration  (MBA)  curriculum  in  1989-90.  Seldom 
considered  social  and  ethical  aspects  of  business  were 
combined  with  legal  issues  in  "Legal  and  Social  Environ- 
ment," one  of  ten  core  courses  required  for  an  MBA 
degree  at  QC.  The  graduate  course  was  team-taught 
by  Fr.  Joseph  Zimmerman  (sociology),  Fr.  Philibert 
Hoebing  (ethics),  and  William  Stowell  (business  law). 
MBA  faculty  members  Dr.  John  Brennan  (program 
director),  Dr.  Ian  Keith,  and  Dr.  Paul  Marlin,  each  an 
expert  in  specific  business  disciplines,  worked  to- 
gether to  provide  more  than  just  theories,  but  a 
"practical  feel"  for  the  business  world.  Designed  for 
the  working  person  aspiring  to  middle  or  upper-man- 
agement positions,  classes  were  held  only  during  eve- 
ning hours  and  on  Saturday  mornings.

Public  Access  Catalog 
Added  To  Library 

Quincy  College's  Brenner  Library  introduced  a  new 
service  to  students  and  faculty  this  year,  providing 
easier  access  to  library  holdings.  The  system,  called 
"Public  Access  Catalog"  (PAC),  is  an  online  card  cata- 
log enabling  users  to  retrieve  the  same  information 
now  filed  in  card  catalog  drawers  —  the  difference  is 
that  this  system  is  much  faster  than  flipping  through 
3x5  cards.  There  are  now  two  PAC  terminals  in  the 
library. 

"Quincy  College's  librarians  have  had  this  information 
on  their  terminals  since  the  late  '70s,  when  Brenner 
Library  introduced  its  automated  circulation  com- 
puter system,"  explained  head  librarian  Fr.  Victor 
Kingery.  Now,  with  a  simple  upgrading  of  the  library's 
concentrator  and  modems,  the  information  is  available 
to  everyone.  The  PACs  are  user-friendly,  and  accord- 
ing to  assistant  librarian  Lily  Wee,  students  and  faculty 
are  having  no  problem  in  learning  how  to  use  the  new 
equipment.

Curriculum  Is  Enhanced 
By  Visiting  Artist 

QC's  art  students  are  treated  each  year  to  an 
excellent  faculty  and  curriculum  —  events  like  a 
visit  from  Rob  Erdle  can  only  add  to  the  experience. 
Rob  Erdle  is  a  professor  of  art  at  North  Texas  State 
University,  and  an  accomplished  artist  as  well.  His 
October  visit  to  QC  coincided  with  an  exhibit  of 
his  work  in  Brenner  Library.  He  adressed  members 
of  QC's  honors  creativity  class  on  Tuesday,  and 
Wednesday  lectured  on  his  study  of  English  art  to 
members  of  the  19th-  and  20th-century  art  class.

Totin'  Totems 


You  know  it's  not  your  ordinary  assignment  when 
it's  over  five  feet  long  and  you  have  to  carry  it 
around  for  three  weeks.  Students  in  Robert 
Mejer's  mixed  media  painting  class  were  sur- 
prised to  get  their  first  assignment  from  the 
instructor:  they  were  required  to  get  a  2x4  cut 
to  their  height,  and  paint  it  to  create  a  personal 
statement  —  a  totem.  Students  were  also  re- 
quired to  carry  the  piece  around  with  them 
everywhere  they  went  until  the  day  it  was  due. 
Mejer  described  the  problem  as  "an  attempt  to 
explore  the  self-portrait  indepth".

No  matter  what  the  solution,  the  class 
found  this  to  be  a  good  learning  experience,  and 
a  creative  way  to  begin  the  semester.

A  newly  restructured  Student  Senate  made  great  progress  in  changing  the 
image  of  the  Senate  from  a  "dance  committee"  to  a  governing  body  as  the 
group  took  an  active  part  in  the  process  of  making  and  changing  college 
policy.  For  the  first  time  in  years,  senators  were  elected  to  represent  their 
living  districts  and  to  write,  amend  and  vote  on  proposals.  Once  a  proposal 
is  passed,  it  is  channelled  to  Student  Life,  a  branch  of  the  senate,  where  the 
final  decisions  are  made. 

A  number  of  active  committees  boosted  the  productivity  of  the  Senate.  The 
Food  Service  Committee  acted  as  a  liaison  between  Morrison  Food  Service 
and  the  student  body;  and  the  Social  Affairs  and  Housing  committees  worked 
to  increase  student  input  and  awareness  on  campus.  Other  committees 
working  to  meet  the  students'  needs  were  those  for  publicity,  academics,  and 
off-campus  affairs. 

Some  of  the  results  of  this  year's  sessions  included;  a  two-hour  increase  in 
intervisitation  in  residence  halls,  no  smoking  in  the  cafe,  speed  bumps  in  the 
alley  behind  Padua,  and  a  succesful  "Moonlight  on  the  Mississippi"  Fallfest 
Weekend.  The  Senate  held  a  special  banquet  in  April  for  the  induction  of 
newly  elected  officers.  All  these  accomplishments  have  paved  the  way  for  a 
productive  year  in  1990-91.

The  1989-90  QC  basketball  Hawks,  under  the 
direction  of  first-year  head  coach  Brad  Dunn, 
provided  Hawk  hoop  fans  with  many  exciting 
moments  this  year.

Div.  II  post-season  tournament  berth.  After 
struggling  to  a  4-6  start,  the  QC  cagers 
caught  fire,  winning  14  of  their  next  16 
games.  QC's  second  half  run  included  beating 
NCAA  Div.  II  tourney  participant  Southeast 
MO  State  in  Cape  Girardau;  snapping  SEMO's 
9-game  winning  streak;  defeating  SlU-E  and 
halting  their  8-game  winning  streak;  knocking 
off  Great  Lakes  Intercollegiate  Athletic  Con- 
ference champion  and  NCAA  tourney  partici- 
pant Ferris  State  twice;  and  downing  NAIA 
nationally  ranked  Drury  College.  Five  seniors 
were  the  mainstays  of  the  18-10  Hawks.  Kevin 
Reller,  David  Smith,  Tim  Ware,  Mike  Overby 
and  Dwayne  Epplin  helped  lead  QC  to  an 
impressive  38-18  record  over  the  past  two 
years.

The  Quincy  College  Lady  Hawks  faced  another  tough  schedule 
during  the  1989-90  season.  Karen  Kowalski-Wiewel,  in  her  second 
year  as  head  coach,  was  aided  with  first-timer  assistant  and 
trainer  Delaine  Hansen.  Together  they  led  the  Lady  Hawks  to  a 
6-2  I  season. 

During  the  campaign,  the  Lady  Hawks  were  led  by  five  seniors  and 
three  other  veteran  players,  but  lost  the  services  of  junior  Christi 
Longnecker  due  to  a  transfer  and  sophomore  Amy  Flesner  with  a 
knee  injury.
